PRIME MINISTER DEFINES 


TERMS OF | 
LEAVING 


' FRANCHISE — FINANCE — 


STATES 


Rugby, Yesterday. 
The personnel of the three 
Committees, shortly. to com- 
mence work in India in continua- 
tion of the discussions of the 
Indian Round Table Conference, 
ig announced. 

The Marques of Lothian is 
Chairman of the Franchise 
Committee, comprising seven 

. other English members and 
seven representative In- 
diana most of whom were 
members of the recent Round | 
Table Conference. 

The ‘Federal Finance Com- 
mittee, of six members, is 
under the Chairmanship of 
I Eustace Percy; and the 
Ch¥irman of the States 
Enquiry Committee, of seven 
members, is Mr. Cc. ¢. 
Davidson, M.P. 


It is explained that the States 
Enquiry Committee, in the 
course of its tour of the prin- 
cipal centres in Indian States, |, 
will adopt the procedure of meet- 
ing representatives of the States 
in conference with a view to com- 
mon discussjon of questions’ in- 
volved before drafting their re- 


port. , roots 

. The Prime Minister has nom- 
inated seven of the States’ de- 
legates and thirteen British-In- 
dian delegates to the Round 
Table Conference to be mémbers 
of the Consultative Committee, 
under the Chairmanship of the 
Governor-General 
for himself. It is Government’s 
intention that the .Conference 
should be kept in being through 
. this Working Committee, with 
which, through the Governor- 
General, His Majesty's Govern-| ; 
ment would keep in 
touch. It is the intention of 
Government that this Working 
Committee of the Conference 
should be brought into effective 
consultation on the recommenda- 
tions of the three Committees al- 


ready mentioned before final con- 


clusions on their recommeénda- 
tions are adopted by Govern- 
ment. Besides this, it will par- 
ticipate in such 
work in the pursuance of a gen- 
eral policy as can be undertaken 
independently. 

The terms of reference of three 
Committees, which will-sail from 
Marseilles on Friday, are set out 
in letters ‘to their Chairman, -

In 
these circumstances, it is clearly 
necessary, so as to widen the 
electorate, that the legislatures, 
to which responsibility. is to be 
entrusted, should be representa- 
tive of the general mass of the 
population and that no important 
section of the community may 
lack measures ‘of expressing its 
needs and its opinions. It is the 
wish of Government that your 
Committee should ronsider, in the 
first place, what extension of the 
franchise for the provincial legis- 


lature is desirable, and the pos-|'' 


sibility af supplementing direct 
representation by the system of 
group representation, or other- 
wise} and, your enquiry will, 
doubtless, be so conducted as to 
elicit that information which will 
enable you to frame proposals 
for electorates, constituencies 
and methods of election required 
to produce a Federal Legislature 
of the type indicated: in the 
‘third report of the Federal 
Structure Committee.” 

The letter also reviews the 
various: suggestions of the Fran- 
¢hise Sub-Committee regarding 
qualification. for .the franchise, 
means for securing more ade-: 
quate enfranchisement of women, 
effective representation of La- 
bour and of the depressed classes, 

On the communal question the 
letter says; . 

“Government are deeply 
anxious that a settlement 
should be reached by agree- 
ment’ ‘amongst the com- 
munities themselves. 
Meanwhile, in ‘so far as the 
absence of such assumption 
would preclude you from arriv- 
ing at a conclusion, Government 
desires your Committee to pro- 
ceed on the assumption that se- 
parate communal electorates will 
continue to form a feature of the 
new constitution. 

In the letter to Lord Perey, 
the Prime Minister says, that 

by far the most important 

task of his Committee will be 
to subject to the test of 
figures the suggested classi- 
fication of revenue, and to 
estimate the’ probable: finan- 
cial position of the Federal 
‘and of the, Provincial ' Gov-

Do not disengage the clutéh and 
apply the brakes when it is neces- 
sary to stop a car, especially on 
shippery road; never -release the 
clutch until the car is brought 
practically to, a standstill.

Defective Ignition. i 

When defective ignition is trace-! 
able to the pitting or wear of the 
points, the latter must receive at- 
tention. Thia requires some de- 
licacy of treatment, for the points 
are not the most rugged parte of a 
car's anatomy. Remove, them care- 
fully and dress them with a very 
fine file, or, better, on an oil stone, 
exercising the utmost vigilance to 
keep the points absolutely flat. 
Carelesaness in doing this work will 
result in rounding of the points 
(filing ia not, though it may appear 
xo to the initiated, a» simple opera- 
tion), and rounded points are little 
better than pitted ones. They ‘res- 
trict the flow of the primary 
current and so reduce the efficiency 
of induction, delivering a thin 
spark, : 


dently sprung, 
comfort for the passengers,.and it 
is not unlikely that the improvement 
in this direction will include hy- 
draulic or pneumatic systems of 
suspension.

Again reverting to engines, some

The judge said that,it was a pity 
Cmdr.
